But  Sherman  Genealogy  by  Chas.  P.  Sherman  (1922)  says  Agnes 
was  Butter  and  Susan  was  Lawrance.  1  think  no  one  has  pro¬ 
duced  satisfactory  evidence  of  Phillipa' s  surname. 

Those  who  say  the  first  of  the  three  was  dau.  of  Thomas  Butler, 
son  of  John  Butler  and  Margaret  de  Sutton  and  thereby  undertake 
to  establish  a  Magna  Charta  line,  as  I  have  seen  done,  seem  to 
me  to  be  utterly  unmindful  of  dates.

In 'flew  -Eng.  Hist.  &  Sen.  Meg.  for  1922  there  is  a  long  article 
whicn  seems  to  prove  a  relation  between  the  Sherman  and  the 
Butter  families,  and  also  that  the  latter  were  clothiers,  as 
were  the  former.  The  article  deals  with  "the  English  home  and 
ancestry  for  three  generations  of  Anne  Butter,  wife  of  John 
Coggesthall  the  lounger  of  Halstead  (co.  Essex),  Gentleman,  [ 
and  mother  of  President  John  Ooggeshall  of  Rhode  island."  j

1608/9,  shows  both  of  them  clothiers. 

Will  of  Peerce  butter,  ^olchester,  Go.  Essex,  clothier,  DAug. 
1599,  "my  cousin,  Harry  Sherman,"  "My  loving  friend,  Henrye 
Sherman  was  exec. 

Gourt  Rolls,  Apr.  12,  1581,  Henry  Sherman  surrendered  a 
messuage  and  20  acres  of  land  in  Dedham  which  he  took  ...  by 
the  surrender  of  Thomas  Butter.  Apr.  23,  1564,  Wm.  Web be 
surrendered  into  the  hands  of  Henry  Sherman  and  Pierce  Butter, 
tenants,  a  cottage  in  Dedham  .  .  . 

Records  indicate  that  Agnes  was  not  a  daughter  of  Thomas.  But 
she  may  well  have  been  a  niece.

The  primary  intention  of  the  compiler  has  been  to 
supplement  and  bring  down  to  date  the  record  of  the 
descendants  of  General  George  Talcott  and  Angelica  Bo¬ 
gart,  his  wife,  and  of  Robert  Shearman  and  Anna  Mariax. 
Sherman,  his  wife.  The  data  set  forth  regarding  their 
ancestors  is  substantially  a  rearrangement  of  the  ma¬ 
terial  contained  in  two  books  by  S.  V.  Talcott,  namely, 
/  Talcott  Pedigree  in  England  and  America ,  published  at 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  187(1,  and  Genealogical  Notes  of  Near 
York  and  Neiu  England  Fatnilies,  published  at  Albany 
in  1883,  and  the  data  in  said  books  regarding  their 
descendants  has  been  followed  without  further  research, 
supplemented  by  information  courteously  supplied  by 
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various  of  the  living  members  of  the  family.

One:  Paternal  Ancestors  of  General 
George  Talcott. 

The  family  of  Talcot  was  originally  of  Warwickshire, 
England.  In  volume  1137,  page  148,  of  the  Ilarleian 
Manuscripts ,  preserved  in  the  British  Museum,  containing 
the  Herald ’s  Visitation  of  Essex  County  in  1558,  are 
found  the  arms  and  pedigree  of  the  Talcots.  In  a  later 
volume,  containing  the  Visitation  of  Essex  County  in 
1634,  the  arms  and  pedigree  are  the  same  but  the  name 
is  spelled  Talcott.  The  name  is  derived  possibly,  from 
the  Welsh  tal,  high,  and  Anglo-Saxon  cott,  cot,  cote,  cot¬ 
tage,  meaning  a  high  cottage  or  a  cottage  on  a  high  place ; 
or  it  may  have  come  from  the  Saxon  toll,  a  grove,  and 
cott,  meaning  cottage  in'  the  grove. 

I. 

John  Talcott,  of  Warwickshire,  England. 

II. 

John  Talcott,  son  of  (1)  John  Talcott,  was  living  in 
Colchester,  Essex  County,  England,  previous  to  1558.  He 

married,  first,  -  Wells.  He  possessed  real  estate 

in  Colchester  and  adjacent  towns,  which  with  his  personal 
property  he  bequeathed  at  his  death  to  his  children  and 
grandchildren.  He  was  twice  married.  John  Talcott 
died  in  Colchester,  England,  about  November  1,  1606. 

III. 

John  Talcott,  eldest  son  of  (II)  John  Talcott  and 
-  Wells,  his  first  wife,  was  born,  probably  in  Col¬ 
chester,  England,  previous  to  1558.  He  married  Anne 
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Skinner,  (laughter  of  William  Skinner.  He  settled  in 
Braintree,  Essex  County,  England,  about  fourteen  miles 
from  Colchester,  and  died  there  in  the  early  part  of  1604, 
leaving  a  family  of  children,  all  minors. 

IV. 

John  Talcott,  only  son  of  (HI)  John  Talcott  and  Anne 
Skinner,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Braintree,  Essex  County, 
England,  lie  married,  in  England,  Dorothy  Mott.  Accom¬ 
panied  by  his  wife  and  their  two  children,  Mary  and  John, 
he  came  to  America,  with  other  followers  of  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Hooker,  in  the  ship  “Lyon,”  which  sailed  from 
London,  England,  June  22,  1632,  and  arrived  at  Boston, 
Mass.,  September  16,  1632.  He  was  the  first  Talcott  who 
emigrated  to  America  and  is  the  ancestor  of  all  of  that 
name  in  this  country. 

These  followers  of  Hooker  first  settled  in  Newtown, 
afterwards  called  Cambridge,  near  Boston.  John  Talcott 
was  admitted  a  freeman  by  the  General  Court  at  Boston, 
November  6,  1632.  At  a  general  meeting  of  the  town  of 
Newtown,  held  February  4,  1634,  he  and  six  others  were 
chosen  Selectmen  to  do  the  whole  business  of  the  town. 
He  was  one  of  the  representatives  for  Newtown  in  the 
General  Court,  May  14,  1634.  He  was  the  fifth  greatest 
proprietor  of  houses  and  lands  in  the  town,  out  of  eighty 
enumerated  in  the  registry  of  1634,  “of  those  only  who 
were  considered  townsmen.”  He  owned  four. houses  in 
the  “West  End,”  and  maintained  and  kept  in  repair 
thirty-six  rods  of  public  fence.  These  are  his  houses  and 
lands  as  recorded  in  the  ‘  ‘  Newtown  Register  book,  October 
5,  1635”:  In  the  “West  End,”  his  dwelling,  out-liouses, 
etc.,  with  3i/2  acres  of  land.  In  “Oldfields,”  3%  acres 
of  land  in  one  piece,  and  2  acres  in  another.  In  “The 
Neck,”  32  acres  in  one  piece,  and  45  in  another.  In  the 
“Ox  Marsh,”  2 y2  acres.  In  the  “Large  Marsh,”  7Hj 
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acres.  In  the  “ (treat;  Marsh,”  27  acres  in  one  piece, 
and  50  acres  in  another.  And  in  the  “Windmill  Marsh,” 
5  acres. 


The  Reverend  Thomas  Hooker,  with  his  assistant, 
Samuel  Stone,  arrived  at  Boston,  September  4,  1633,  and 
joined  his  people  in  Newtown.  Becoming  dissatisfied 
with  their  location,  after  repeated  efforts  and  much  dif¬ 
ficulty  they  obtained,  in  May,  1635,  permission  from  the 
General  Court  to  remove  to  the  Connecticut  Biver.  John 
Talcott  sold  all  his  possessions  in  Newtown  to  Nicholas 
Dan  forth,  May  1,  1636,  having  sent  the  carpenter,  Nicholas 
Clark,  the  previous  year  (possibly  as  one  of  the  band 
led  by  John  Steele  in  October,  1635)  to  build  a  house  for 
him,  which  was  the  first  house  erected  in  Hartford  and 
stood  on  the  ground  where  the  North  Church  l.v as  later 
built.  About  the  beginning  of  June,  1636,  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Hooker,  with  a*  company  of  about  one  hundred, 
including  John  Talcott,  went  on  foot  through  the  wilder¬ 
ness  to  Hartford.  They  were  the  main  boclv  of  its  first 
settlers.  John  Talcott  took  an  active  part  in  the  affairs 
of  the  town,  was  a  member  of  the  General  Court  for  many 
years,  and  was  styled  “The  Worshipful  Mr.  John 
Talcott.”  He  was  named  by  Benjamin  Trumbull,  I).  1)., 
in  his  History  of  Connecticut  (1818)  as  one  of  the  principal 
characters  who  undertook  the  great  work  of  settling 
Connecticut  and  were  the  civil  and  religious  fathers  of  the 
colony.  He  was  one  of  the  committeemen  appearing  be¬ 
fore  the  Court  summoned  at  Hartford,  May  1,  1637,  to 
consider  the  propriety  of,  and  which  determined  upon, 
the  war  which  was  immediately  thereafter  waged  against 
the  Pequot  Indians.  John  Talcott  was  one  of  the  first 
Selectmen  of  Hartford.  Continuously  for  some  fifteen 
years  he  was  a  Deputy  to  the  General  Court  from  Hart¬ 
ford,  and  was  Treasurer  for  seven  years  preceding  his 
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death.  On  May  18,  Kind,  lu*  was  elected  a  Magistrate  and 
served  as  such  until  his  death,  which  occurred  at  his  man¬ 
sion  at  the  head  of  Main  Street,  Hartford,  in  March,  lGf>0. 
lie  left  by  his  will  his  property  to  his  wife  and  two  sons 
(his  daughter  having  previously  died)  and  grandchildren, 
lie  was  buried  in  Hartford,  and  his  name  is  inscribed 
upon  the  monument  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  its  first 
settlers  which  is  located  there  in  the  center  of  the  ancient 
cemetery  fronting  on  Gold  Street,  in  the  rear  of  the  old 
First  Church,  commonly  known  as  the  Center  Church. 


Referring  to  the  death  of  John  Talcott,  the  Reverend 
John  Davenport,  of  New  Haven,  wrote  to  Governor  John 
Wintlirop,  Jr.,  under  date  of  March  29, 1660 :  “I  am  sorry 
for  your  loss  of  Mr.  Talcott,  whose  decease  I  heard  of, 
but  not  how  his  diseases  were  found  incurable,  till  I 
received  your  letter  of  the  27th,  whereby  it  is  most  clear 
to  me  that  no  art  of  man  could  cure  him.” 


Dorothy  Mott,  the  widow  of  the  Worshipful  Mr.  John 
Talcott,  died  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  February,  1670.  She 
was  descended  from: 


1.  John  Mott,  who  held  lands  in  Shalford,  Essex  County, 
England,  in  1375. 

2.  Thomas  Mott,  a  descendant  of  (1)  John  Mott.  He 
resided  in  Booking,  Essex  County,  England,  married  Alice 
Meade,  and  was  buried  in  Braintree,  England,  March  5, 
1554. 


3.  Mark  Mott,  son  of  (2)  Thomas  Mott  and  Alice  Meade, 
his  wife.  lie  was  baptized  April  25,  1549,  and  married 
Frances  Gutter,  of  Bucking,  England,  lie  was  a  munificent 
benefactor  of  his  parish.  He  purchased  the  Manor  of  Shorn.- 
Hall  in  Shalford,  in  1599,  and  was  the  ultimate  heir  of  his 
father.  The  income  of  a  house  and  a  small  field  which  he 
owned,  then  of  the  yearly  value  of  forty  shillings,  he  directed 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  cloth  at  twelve  pence  a  yard 
and  the  distribution  of  shirts  and  smocks  among  (he  poor  of 
Braintree.  Mark  Mott  was  buried  in  Braintree,  England. 
December  14,  1637.  Frances  Gutter,  his  wife,  was  buried 
there,  February  23,  1615. 
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4.  John  Mott,  son  of  (3)  Mark  Mott  and  Francos  Gutter, 
his  wife,  lie  resided  first  in  Eylaiid  and  then  in  Wiston, 
Suffolk  County,  England,  and  married  Alice  Harington, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Ilarington,  of  Essex  County,  England. 


Dorothy  Mott,  who  married  (IV)  John  Talcott,  was  a 
daughter  of  (4)  John  Mott  and  Alice  Ilarington,  his  wife. 


V. 

Captain  Samuel  Talcott,  the  second  son  of  (IV)  the 
Worshipful  Mr.  John  Talcott  and  Dorothy  Mott,  his  wife1, 
was  born  in  Now  England  about  1G.*>4  or  1G.‘>5,  probably  at 
Newtown  (now  Cambridge),  ."Mass.  He  was  graduated 
from  Harvard  College  in  1G7)8;  and  married,  first,  No¬ 
vember  7,  1GG1,  Hannah  Holyoke,  lie  was  made  a  free¬ 
man  in  1GG2.  His  father  settled  him  upon  land  which 
he  possessed  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.  From  1GG9  to  1G84 
Samuel  Talcott  was  Commissioner  for  Wethersfield,  and 
from  1G70  to  1GS4  Deputy  to  the  General  Court,  of  which 
during  the  October  session  of  1G84  lie  acted  as  Secretary. 
On  May  1G,  1G7G,  he  was  appointed  “one  of  a  standing 
committee  to  order  measures  and  dispose  of  such  affairs 
as  shall  he  necessary  to  attend  to  in  the  intervals  of 
General  Court.”  In  1G85  he  was  elected  a  Magistrate 
and  held  that  office  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  Magis¬ 
trates  (generally  called  Assistants)  constituted  the  upper 
house  of  the  Assembly,  and  in  early  times  were  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State. 

On  May  12,  JG77,  Samuel  Talcott  was  confirmed  Lieu¬ 
tenant  of  the  Wethersfield  Train-Band.  A  train-hand 
had  a  complement  of,  one-third,  pikemen  and,  two-thirds, 
musketeers,  the  tallest  men  being  always  selected  for  pike- 
men.  It  was  officered  hv  a  captain,  a  lieutenant,  an  en¬ 
sign,  and  sergeants.  On  October  14,  1(179,  Samuel  Talcott 
became  Lieutenant  of  the  Troop,  and  on  October  16,  1GS1, 
Captain  of  the  Troop  of  Hartford  County. 
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Captain  Samuel  Talcott  was  one  of  the  original  pro¬ 
prietors  of  the  town  of  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  and  owned  the 
lot  which  in  1643  was  purchased  by  his  father  from 
Samuel  Sherman  and  Richard  Gildcrsleevc,  “being  44 
rods  wide,  running  back  from  t he  river  three  miles  to  the 
great  wilderness.”  In  1876  it  was  still  owned  by  his  de¬ 
scendants.  He  was  the  scholar  of  the  family,  and  to  him 
his  father  bequeathed  all  his  books,  except  his  “Martyr 
Book,”  which  he  gave  to  his  son  John.  Captain  Samuel 
Talcott  died  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  November  10,  1691. 


Hannah  Holyoke,  the’ first  wife  of  Captain  Samuel 
Talcott,  was  born  June  9,  1644,  and  died  in  Wethersfield, 
February  2,  1678. 

On  her  father’s  side  Hannah  Holyoke  was  descended 
from : 

1.  Edward  Holyoke,  of  Tamworth,  Staffordshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  who  married,  June  18,  1612,  Prudence  Stockton, 
daughter  of  the  Reverend  John  Stockton,  of  Kinholdt, 
England.  Edward  Holyoke  was  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  as  early 
as  1630,  and  was  admitted  a  freeman  in  16:18.  After  residing 
for  a  time  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  he  returned  to  England, 
and  died  May  4,  1660,  at  Rumney,  where  he  had  large 
estates. 


2.  Captain  Elizur  Holyoke,  son  of  (1)  Edward  Holyoke 
and  Prudence  Stockton,  his  wife,  lie  married,  first,  Novem¬ 
ber  20,  1640,  Mary  Pynchon  (see  5,  page  7).  He  resided 
in  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  died  there,  February  6,  1676. 


Hannah  Holyoke,  who  married  (V)  Captain  Samuel  Tal¬ 
cott,  was  a  daughter  of  (2)  Captain  Elizur  Holyoke  and  Mary 
Pynchon,  his  first  wife. 


On  her  mother’s  side  Hannah  Holyoke  was  descended 
from: 

1.  Nicholas  Pynchon,  of  Wales,  who  was  Sheriff  of 
London  in  1532. 

2.  John  Pynchon,  son  of  (1)  Nicholas  Pynchon.  lie 
married  Jane  Empson,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  Richard 
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Empson.  John  Pynchon  resided  in  W little,  Essex  County, 
England,  and  died  November  29,  1573. 


3.- John  Pynchon,  son  of  (2)  John  Pynchon  and  Jane 
Empson,  his  wife,  lie  married  the  daughter  and  heiress  of 
- - —  Orchard. 


4.  lion.  William  Pynchon,  only  child  of  (3)  John 

Pynchon  and  -  Orchard,  his  wife.  lie  was  one  of 

the  Patentees  of  the  Charter  of  Charles  I  granted  to  the 
Colony  of  Massachusetts,  March  4,  1629  ;  was  chosen  Assistant 
Magistrate  by  the  General  Court  of  the  Massachusetts  Com¬ 
pany  in  London,  October  20,  1629,  and  came  to  America  in 
1630.  He  settled  first  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  where  his  first 
wife,  whose  maiden  name  is  unknown,  died  in  August,  1630. 
lie  was  subsequently  chosen  Treasurer  of  the  Company  and 
removed  to  Springfield,  Mass.,  of  which  town  he  was  one 
of  the  original  proprietors.  It  is  said  that  on  account  of 
religious  controversies  he  returned  to  his  seat  at  Wraisbury 
on  the  Thames,  Buckinghamshire,  England,  in  1652.  lie 
died  in  Wraisbury,  October,  1662,  aged  about  seventy-two 
years. 

5.  Mary  Pynchon,  daughter  of  (4)  Hon.  \{  illiam  Pynchon 
and  his  first  wife.  She  married  Captain  Elizur  Holyoke 
(see  2,  page  6),  and  died  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  October 
26,  1657.  Her  monument  in  the  old  graveyard  at  Spring- 
field,  since  removed  to  make  way  for  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad,  bore  the  following  inscription : 


“Here  lyetli  the  body  of  Mari,  the  wife  of  Elizur 
Holyoke,  who  died  October  26,  1657. 

“She  that  lies  here  was  while  she  stood 
A  very  glory  of  womanhood ; 

Even  here  was  sown  most  precious  dust 
"Which  surely  shall  rise  with  the  just.”. 

Hannah  Holyoke,  who  married  (V)  Captain  Samuel 
Talcott,  was  a  daughter  of  (5)  Mary  Pynchon  and  Captain 
Elizur  Holyoke,  her  husband. 


VI. 


Deacon  Benjamin  Talcott,  son  of  (V)  Captain  Samuel 
Talcott  and  Hannah  Holyoke,  his  first  wife,  was  born  in 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  March  1,  1G74,  and  married,  first, 
January  5,  1G99,  Sarah  Hollister.  He  settled  in  Glaston¬ 
bury,  Conn.,  and  caused  a  house  lo  be  built  there  in  1G99 
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(into  which  he  moved  on  November  22d  of  that  year) 
upon  the  farm,  given  to  him  by  his  father’s  will,  which 
was  purchased  from  Samuel  Sherman  and  Richard  (Jilder- 
sleeve  in  the  year  1G43.  This  house  was  a  large  wooden 
building  on  the  main  street.  It  was  fortified  and  used  as 
a  place  of  refuge  from  the  frequent  attacks  of  the  Indians, 
and  bore  the  marks  of  the  bullets  until  it  was  taken  down, 
soon  after  the  year  1854.  This  farm  and  buildings  there¬ 
on  were  owned  and  occupied  in  1876  by  Jared  G.  Talcott, 
one  of  his  descendants,  having  been  in  the  family  over 
two  hundred  years.  Deacon  Benjamin  Talcott  held  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant  in  the  Train-Band  of  Connecticut. 
He  died  at  his  homestead  in  Glastonbury,  November  12, 
1727,  leaving  his  large  estate  by  will  to  his  surviving 
children. 

Sarah  Hollister,  the  first  wife  o\  Deacon  Benjamin 
Talcott,  was  born  October  25,  1676,  and  died  in  childbed, 
at  the  homestead  in  Glastonbury,  October  15,  1715.  She 
was  descended  from : 

1.  John  Hollister,  who  was  horn  in  1012,  emigrated  to 
America  about  1042,  and  was  an  early  settler  of  Weth¬ 
ersfield,  Conn.  He  married  Joanna  (or  Joan)  Treat,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Richard  Treat  (see  1,  page  15)  and  Joanna,  his 
first  wife.  John  Hollister  is  said  to  have  been  born  in  Glas¬ 
tonbury,  England,  but  Mr.  Alpheus  Hollister,  of  llollister- 
ville,  Pa.,  says:  “The  Ilollisters  were  from  Bristol,  England, 
a  good  old  family  as  early  as  Henry  VI 1 1.  There  was  a  John 
Hollister,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Stinchcombe  in  1008.  Dennis 
Hollister  was  a  member  of  Cromwell’s  Privy  Council  after  the 
Protectorate  was  established.  The  name  is  derived  from  two 
words,  ‘Holly’  and  ‘Ter’  or  ‘Terre’,  which  means  Holly  land 
or  the  place  of  Holly  trees.  There  is  still  a  hamlet  in  England 
bearing  the  name  of  ‘Hollcster’  or  ‘ Holiest erre’.  From  this 
it  would  appear  that  the  name  is  truly  English  and  of 
Somerset  county,  England.”  John  Hollister,  the  emigrant, 
was  admitted  a  freeman  May  10,  1640.  In  1644  he  was  in 
Weymouth,  Mass.,  and  a  representative  in  that  colony;  the 
same  year  he  returned  to  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  and  was  a  rep¬ 
resentative  in  that  colony  until  his  death  in  April,  1665.  lie 
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was  one  of  those  who  engaged  in  t lie  church  controversy  con¬ 
cerning  the  Reverend  Jonathan  Russell  which  resulted  in  the 
latter’s  removing  to  Hadley.  Joanna  (or  Joan)  Treat,  the 
widow  of  John  Hollister,  died  in  October,  1094.  She  was  a 
sister  of  Major  Richard  Treat,  the  father  of  Sarah  Treat  who 
married  Captain  Ephraim  Goodrich  (see  II,  pages  14-15), 
and  also  a  sister  of  Honour  Treat  who  married  John  Deming 
(see  1,  page  10). 

2.  John  Hollister,  son  of  (1)  John  Hollister  and  Joanna 
(or  Joan)  Treat,  his  wife.  He  was  born  in  Wethersfield, 
Conn.,  in  1644,  and  married,  November  20,  1007,  Sarah 
Goodrich,  daughter  of  Ensign  William  Goodrich  (see  I, 
page  13)  and  Sarah  Marvin,  his  wife.  John  Hollister  died 
in  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  November  24,  1711.  Sarah  Goodrich, 
his  wife,  died  in  1700. 

Sarah  Hollister,  who  married  (VI)  Deacon  Benjamin 
Talcott,  was  a  daughter  of  (2)  John  Hollister  and  Sarah 
Goodrich,  his  wife. 

VII. 

Colonel  Elizur  Talcott,  son  of  (VI)  Deacon  Benjamin 
Talcott  and  Sarah  Hollister,  his  first  wife,  was  born  at  the 
family  homestead  in  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  December  31, 
1709.  lie  married,  December  31,  1730,  Ruth  Wright*  lie 
was  a  man  of  wealth  and  note  in  his  day,  possessing  lands 
in  various  places,  and  was  one  of  the  large  owners  of  the 
“Connecticut  tract,”  on  the  Susquehanna  River,  which 
he  lost  by  the  defect  in  the  title  of  the  State  of  Connecticut 
to  the  lands.  He  held  many  of  the  principal  public  offices 
in  Glastonbury  during  his  life;  was  chairman  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  in  that  town  which  denounced  the  “Boston  Port 
Bill”;  held  a  commission  as  Colonel  of  a  Troop  of  llorse, 
previous  to  and  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and 
was  called  into  the  field  and  served  in  command  of  his 
troop  with  the  Connecticut  forces  on  Long  Island.  lie 
was  in  New  York- City  while  the  British  army  was  march¬ 
ing  in,  and  from  thence  was  taken  home  sick  upon  a  litter 
and  did  not  again  join  the  continental  army.  He  died 
at  the  homestead  in  Glastonbury,  November  24,  1797. 
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Iiuth  Wright,  the  wife  of  Colonel  Elizur  Talcott,  was 
born  June  5,  1711.  In  her  youth  she  was  a  remarkably 
handsome  woman,  tall,  erect,  with  a  fine,  clear,  light  com¬ 
plexion,  golden  hair  and  black  eyes.  Being  an  only  child, 
she  brought  to  her  husband  a  large  fortune,  which  she 
inherited  from  her  father  who  was  a  man  of  wealth.  She 
died  at  the  homestead  in  Glastonbury,  September  12, 
1791.  She  was  descended  from: 


1.  (Probably)  John  Wright,  of  Ivelvedon,  Essex  County, 
England. 


2.  (Probably)  Robert  Wright,  eldest  son  of  (1)  John 
Wright.  He  married  Mary  Green. 

3.  (Probably)  John  Wright,  son  of  (2)  Robert  Wright 
and  Mary  Green,  his  wife.  He  married  Grace  Glascock. 


4.  Thomas  Wright,  (probably)  son  of  (3)  John  W right 
and  Grace  Glascock,  bis  wife,  lie  was  baptized  November 
19,  1610,  came  with  his  tirst  wife  and  children  from  England 
about  1640,  and  settled  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.  He  was  the 
original  owner  of  Wright’s  Island,  /a  the  Connecticut  River, 
opposite  Glastonbury,  and  possessed  a  large  estate  on  the 
oast  side  of  the  river.  He  died  in  April,  1670. 


5.  James  Wright,  son  of  (4)  Thomas  Wright  and  his 
first  wife.  James  Wright  married,  second,  November  20, 
1660,  Dorcas  Weed,  daughter  of  Jonas  Weed,  and  died  in 
Middletown,  Conn.,  in  170.').  Dorcas  Weed,  his  second  wife, 
died  November  24,  1692. 

6.  Daniel  Wright,  son  of  (f>)  James  Wright  and  Dorcas 
Weed,  his  second  wife.  He  was  horn  in  1674;  married, 
August  24,  170.1,  Ellen  (or  Eleanor)  Benton,  and  die  l  in 
Glastonbury,  Conn.,  June  8,  1764.  Ellen  (or  Eleanor) 
Benton,  his  wife,  was  born  in  1670,  and  died  in  Glastonbury, 
September  27,  1749.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Edward  Benton 

and  Mary  - ,  bis  wife.  Edward  Benton  was  born 

in  1638.  He  emigrated  from  England  and  probably  settled 
first  in  Guilford,  Conn.  He  died  in  Wethersfield,  Conn., 
February  19,  1698.  Mary,  his  widow,  died  in  Wethersfield, 
August  8,  1702. 

Ruth  Wright,  who  married  (YII)  Colonel  Elizur  Talcott, 
was  the  only  child  of  (6)  Daniel  Wright  and  Ellen  (or 
Eleanor)  Benton,  his  wife. 
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VIII. 

George  Talcott,  son  of  (VII)  Colonel  FJizur  Talcott  and 
Ruth  Wright,  liis  wife,  was  born  in  Glastonbury,  Conn., 
September  30, 1755,  and  married,  second,  February  9, 1786, 
Abigail  Goodrich  (see  V,  page  19).  lie  was  a  farmer 
by  occupation  and  lived  in  the  homestead  which  descended 
to  him,  through  his  father,  from  his  grandfather,  (VI) 
Deacon  Benjamin  Talcott.  "With  his  father  and  two 
brothers,  George  Talcott  served  for  a  short  time  in  the 
War  of  t he  Revolution,  and  was  present  at  the  retreat 
of  the  American  forces  on  Long  Island.  lie  died  in  Glas¬ 
tonbury,  June  13,  1813. 


IX. 

General  George  Talcott  (see  1,  page  13)  was  the  eldest 
child  of  (VIII)  George  Talcott  and  Abigail  Goodrich  (see 
V,  page  19),  his  second  wife. 
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Two:  Maternal  Ancestors  of  General 
George  Talcott. 


I. 

Ensign  William  Goodrich,  with  his  elder  brother  John, 
emigrated  to  America  from  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  England. 
They  came,  probably,  lirst  to  Watertown,  Mass.,  from 
whence  they  removed  to  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  where  John 
held  lands  in  1644  and  William  held  lands  in  1666.  There 
is  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  John  and  William  were 
orphans  and  came  to  America  from  South  Wales  about 
1644  with  their  mother’s  brother,  William  Stillman,  and 
first  settled  in  the  New  Haven  Colony.  Ensign  William 
Goodrich  was  an  early  settler  of  Wethersfield,  Conn. 
He  married,  October  4,  1648,  Sarah  Marvin,  and  died  in 
Wethersfield  in  1676. 

Sarah  Marvin,  the  widow  of  Ensign  William  Good¬ 
rich,  died  in  Stratford,  Conn.,  in  170:2.  She  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Matthew  Marvin  and  Elizabeth - ,  his  wife. 

Matthew  Marvin  was  born  in  England  in  1600,  and  with 
his  wife,  their  four  children,  and  two  servants,  came  to 
America  from  Essex  County,  England,  in  1635,  in  the 
ship  “Increase”  of  which  Robert  Lea  was  Master.  They 
were  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  “Rolls  Court,”  London, 
to  be  transported  to  New  England,  April  15,  1635,  their 
respective  ages  being:  “husbandman,”  Matthew  Marvin, 
35  years;  “uxor,”  Elizabeth  Marvin,  31  years;  Matthew 
Marvin,  8  years;  Maria  Marvin,  6  years;  Sarah  Marvin, 
3  years;  and  Hannah  Marvin,  6  months.  Matthew  Marvin 
was  among  the. ..first  settlers  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  being 
one  of  the  company  led  by  John  Steele  in  the  fall  of  1635, 
and  was  a  proprietor  of  land  there.  After  a  time  he  left 
Hartford  and  was  one  of  the  pioneers  who  settled  Nor¬ 
walk,  Conn.,  under  the  “Ludlow  Agreement.”  He  and 
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his  son,  Matthew  Marvin,  Jr.,  were  among  the  fourteen 
planters  of  Norwalk  to  whom  “for  the  use  and  behalfe  of 
said  Town”  (Norwalk),  by  instrument  dated  February  15, 
1651,  “Runckinheage,  Piamikin,  and  Magise,  and  Town- 
tom,  and  Winnapucke,  and  Magushetowes,  and  Concuske- 
no w,  and  Wampasum,  and  Sasseakun,  and  Runckenun- 
nett,  and  Pokessake,  and  Slioakecum,  and  Soanamatum, 
and  Prodax,  and  Matumpun,  and  Cockeno-de-Long- 
Island,  Indians,”  in  consideration  of  “Thirtie  Fathum 
of  Wampum,  Tenn  Kettles,  Fifteen  Coates,  Tenn  payr 
Stockings,  Tenn  Knifes,  Tenn  Hookes,  Twenty  Pipes, 
Tenn  Muckes,  Tenn  Needles,”  conveyed  their  lands 
“called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Runckinheage,  Rooaton 
*  *  *.”  lie  and  his  son,  Matthew  Marvin,  Jr.,  together 
drew  lot  No.  5  of  the  so-called  East  Saugatuck  territory, 
comprising  eight  acres,  one  rood  and  nineteen  rods.  In 
1654  Matthew  Marvin  represented  Norwalk  in  the  General 
Court.  He  was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  of  the  Nor¬ 
walk  fathers.  The  Reverend  Charles  M.  Selleck,  in  his 
history  of  Norwalk,  referring  to  Matthew  Marvin  states 
that  “it  may  safely  be  affirmed  tlyit  he  was  one  of  tin* 
colonial  ‘Roll  of  Honor’  men;  men  concerning  whom  it 
has  been  justly  said : 

“  ‘They  had  no  model,  but  they  left  us  one; 

On  their  strong  lines  we  base  our  social  health; 

The  man,  the  home,  the  town,  the  commonwealth.’  ” 

Matthew  Marvin  died  in  Norwalk  in  1680. 


II. 

Captain  Ephraim  Goodrich,  son  of  (I)  Ensign  William 
Goodrich  and  Sarah  Marvin,  his  wife,  and  an  elder  brother 
of  Sarah  Goodrich  who  married  John  Hollister  (see  ‘2,  page 
9),  was  born  June  2,  1663,  and  married,  first,  May  20, 
1684,  Sarah  Treat.  He  died  in  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  Febru¬ 
ary  27,  1739. 
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Sarah  Treat,  the  first  wife  of  Captain  Ephraim  Good¬ 
rich,  was  born  June  8,  1661,  and  died  in  Wethersfield, 
Conn.,  January  26,  1712.  She  was  descended  from : 

1.  Richard  Treat,  who,  with  his  first  wife,  Joanna 
-,  and  a  part  of  his  family,  came  to  America  at  an 


early  date.  lie  was  an  early  settler  of  Wethersfield,  Conn., 
and  a  member  of  the  General  Court  in  10:17.  In  1668  he  was 
elected  a  Magistrate  and  served  until  1666.  lie  is  named  in 
the  Charter  of  Connecticut  in  1002.  He  died  in  Wethersfield 
in  1669. 

2.  Major  Richard  Treat,  son  of  (1)  Richard  Treat  and 
Joanna,  his  first  wife.  He  married,  in  1661,  Sarah  Coleman, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Coleman.  She  died  August  2:1,  1761, 
in  Wethersfield,  at  the  house  of  her  son-in-law,  Captain 
Ephraim  Goodrich. 

Sarah  Treat,  who  married  (II)  Captain  Ephraim  Good¬ 
rich,  was  a  daughter  of  (2)  Major  Richard  Treat  and  Sarah 
Coleman,  his  wife.

Deacon  David  Goodrich,  son  of  (II)  Captain  Ephraim 
Goodrich  and  Sarah  Treat,  his  first  wife,  was  born  in  1706, 
and  married,  February  16,  1721),  Sarah  Edwards.  He 


settled  in  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  where  his  children  are 
recorded  in  the  town  records.  His  gravestone  reads: 
“Deacon  David  Goodrich  who,  on  the  7th  of  June,  1779, 
at  his  evening-  prayer  fell  down  in  an  instant  and  never 
saw  to  make  any  motion  after,  being*  in  the  74tli  year  of 
his  age.” 


Sarah  Edwards,  the  widow  of  Deacon  David  Goodrich, 
was  born  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  December  16,  1710,  and 
died  in  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  May  11,  1790.

1.  John  Edwards,  who  lived  in  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  in 
1610.  He  had  probably  lived  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  and 
had  children  there  by  a  first  wife,  lie  married,  second, 
Dorothy - ,  widow  of  Abraham  Finch.  John  Edwards 
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died  about  1664.  Dorothy,  his  widow,  died  November  14, 
1712. 

2.  Joseph  Edwards,  son  of  (1)  John  Edwards  and 
Dorothy,  his  second  wife.  lie  was  born  in  May,  1618; 

married,  November  12,  1670,  Sarah  - ,  and  died  in 

Wethersfield,  Conn.,  December  12,  1681.  Sarah,  his  widow, 
also  died  in  Wethersfield. 

3.  John  Edwards,  son  of  (2)  Joseph  Edwards  and  Sarah, 
his  wife,  lie  was  born  May  30,  1679,  and  married,  May  In, 
1707,  Eluse  (or  Luce)  Deming  (see  3,  below).  He  died 
at  Rocky  Ilill,  Conn.,  March  25,  1716,  and  in  1883  his  monu¬ 
ment  was  still  standing  in  the  old  Wethersfield  burying 
ground. 

Sarah  Edwards,  who  married  (III)  Deacon  David  Good¬ 
rich,  was  a  daughter  of  (3)  John  Edwards  and  Eluse  (or 
Luce)  Deming,  his  wife. 


On  her  mother’s  side  Sarah  Edwards  was  descended 
from: 

1.  John  Deming,  who  was  admitted  a  freeman  in  1645, 
and  is  named  in  the  Wethersfield  Land  Book  in  1636  and  1645 
and  in  the  Charter  of  Connecticut  in  1662.  He  married, 
about  1637,  Honour  Treat,  daughter  of  Richard  Treat  (see 
1,  page  15)  and  Joanna,  his  first  wife,  and  died  in  1705. 
In  his  will,  signed  June  26,  1690,  and  probated  November 

»  21,  1705,  he  gives  his  son  Jonathan  his  “fifty  acre  west¬ 

bound  lot.”  Honour  Treat,  the  wife  of  John  Deming,  was 
a  sister  of  Joanna  Treat  who  married  John  Hollister  (see  1, 
page  8),  and  of  Major  Richard  Treat,  the  father  of  Sarah 
Treat  who  married  Captain  Ephraim  Goodrich  (sec  II,  pages 
14-15). 

2.  Jonathan  Deming,  son  of  (1)  John  Deming  and 
Honour  Treat,  his  wife.  lie  was  horn  in  1639,  and  married, 
second,  December  25,  1673,  Elizabeth  Gilbert.  Jonathan 
Deming  died  January  8,  1700,  “of  a  very  sudden  death, 
being  aged  as  be  computed  about  61.”  Elizabeth  Gilbert, 
his  second  wife,  was  horn  March  28,  1654,  and  died  in 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  September  3,  1714.  She  was  a  daughter 

of  Josiah  Gilbert,  of  Wethersfield,  and  Elizabeth - ,  his 

wife.  In  1684  Josiah  Gilbert  was  about  fifty-six  years  of  age ; 
his  wife  died  October  17,  Ki82. 

3.  Eluse  (or  Luce)  Deming,  daughter  of  (2)  Jonathan 
Deming  and  Elizabeth  Gilbert,  his  second  wife.  She  was 
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born  February  16,  1676,  and  married  John  Edwards  (see 
3,  page  16). 

Sarah  Edwards,  who  married  (III)  Deacon  David  Good¬ 
rich,  was  a  daughter  of  (3)  Eluse  (or  Luce)  Detning  and 
John  Edwards,  her  husband.

Sin*  was  a  daughter  of 
Zerubabel  Filer  and  Experience  Strong,  bis  wife,  wbo  were 
married  May  27,  1669.  Zerubabel  Filer  was  born  December 
23,  1644,  and  died  in  Windsor,  Conn.,  about  February  21, 
1715.  He  was  a  son  of  Lieutenant  Walter  Filer  and  Jane 

- ,  bis  wife.  Lieutenant  Walter  Filer  first  settled  in 

Dorchester,  Mass.,  in  1630,  was  admitted  a  freeman  there 
in  1634,  and  removed  to  Windsor  in  1636.  He  died  in 
Windsor,  December  12,  1683,  and  bis  widow  died  there.  Sep¬ 
tember  11,  1689. 


4.  Danier 'Deming,  son  of  (3)  Jonathan  Deming  and 
Abigail  Filer,  his  wife.  He  was  born  November  5,  170?),  and 
married,  November  19,  1729,  Mehitabel  Russell  (see  4. 
page  19).  lie  died  in  Glastonbury,  Conn.,  April  23,  1748.

3.  Reverend  Noahdiah  Russell,  son  of  (2)  William  Rus¬ 
sell  and  Sarah  Davis,  his  wife,  lie  was  born  or  baptized  in 
New  Haven,  July  22,  1659,  and  married,  February  20,  1690, 
Mary  Hamlin.  Noahdiah  Russell  was  graduated  from  Har¬ 
vard  in  1681,  was  a  tutor  there  in  1682  and  1683,  and  after¬ 
wards  taught  a  school  in  Ipswich.  He  was  ordained  minister 
of  the  first  church  at  Middletown,  Conn.,  October  4,  1688. 
The  diary  kept  by  him  while  a  tutor  at  Harvard  in  1682  and 
1683  was,  in  1883,  in  the  possession  of  General  Sebastian 
Visscher  Talcott  (see  4,  page  46).  The  Reverend  Noahdiah 
Russell  had  a  warm  friend  and  patroness  in  the  distinguished 
Mrs.  Ellen  Glover.  He  died  in  Middletown,  Conn.,  Decem¬ 
ber  3,  1713.  Mary  Hamlin,  his  widow,  was  born  February 
11,  1662,  and  died  in  Middletown,  October  4,  1743.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  Captain  Giles  Hamlin  and  Esther  Crow,  his 
wife,  who  were  married  in  1655.  Giles  Hamlin,  a  sea  captain, 
was  born  in  1622  and  emigrated  to  America  probably  subse¬ 
quent  to  1640.  He  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Middletown, 
Conn.;  was  a  representative  in  that  colony  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  served  as  Magistrate  from  1685  until  his  death. 
He  died  in  Middletown,  September  1,  1689.  The  Hamlin 
family  is  of  French  origin,  and  migrated  to  England  about 
1080.  The  name  Hamlin  has  often  been  written  Hamblen  or 
llamlen.  Esther  Crow,  the  widow  of  Captain  Giles  Hamlin, 
died  August  25,  1700.  She  was  a  daughter  of  John  Crow 
and  Elizabeth  Goodwin,  his  wife.  John  Crow  was  born  in 
1606,  .and  settled  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  as  early  as  1639;  re¬ 
moved  from  there  to  Hadley,  and  after  remaining  in  Hadley 
for  some  time  returned  to  and  made  his  permanent  home  in 
Hartford,  lie  was  made  a  freeman  in  1666.  By  the  vote 
of  the  town  of  Hartford  lie  became  possessed  of  the  original 
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right  of  ‘‘  Bartholomew  Green.”  His  own  wealth  was  great, 
and  this,  together  with  the  property  brought  by  his  wife, 
made  him  one  of  t he  largest  landholders  in  Hartford.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Goodwin,  the  wife  of  .John  Crow,  was  the  only  child  of 

Elder  William  Goodwin  and  Susanna - ,  his  wife,  and 

inherited  her  father’s  estate.  Elder  William  Goodwin  was 
one  of  the  followers  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Hooker,  arriv- 
ing  in  Boston  in  1632  and  settling  first  in  Newtown  (now 
Cambridge).  He  was  admitted  a  freeman  in  1632,  and  in 
1635  was  one  of  the  company  led  by  John  Steele  that  went 
to  prepare  the  way  for  the  settlement  of  Hartford.  He  is 
described  as  a  ruling  elder  in  the  church,  of  uncompromising 
faith,  upright  in  conduct,  of  tireless  enterprise,  a  pioneer 
in  negotiations  with  the  Indians,  and  a  man  of  wealth  and 
of  great  influence.  He  removed  subsequently  to  Hadley,  and 
afterwards  to  Farmington,  Conn.  He  died  in  Farmington, 
March  11,  1673. 


4.  Mehitabel  Russell,  daughter  of  (3)  the  Reverend  Xoah- 
diah  Russell  and  Mary  Hamlin,  his  wife.  She  was  born 
May  27,  1704,  and  married  Daniel  Deming  (see  4,  page 
17).  She  survived  her  husband  and  died  at  Rocky  Hill, 
Conn.,  at  an  advanced  age.

Tlie  name  Bogart  with  various  spellings,  and  often  with 
the  prefix  van  den,  van  der,  or  wyt,  was  borne  by  Hol¬ 
landers  of  note  in  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  cen¬ 
turies.  One  of  this  name  was  Jan  Wyten  Bogaert, 
“Minister  of  the  Remonstrants”;  another  was  “Re¬ 
ceiver-General  of  the  Dutch  Provinces,”  and  is  now  re¬ 
membered  as  the  subject  of  a  famous  etching  by  Rem¬ 
brandt,  “The  Gold  Weigher.”  In  1547  there  was  a  Hen¬ 
drick  Boogaert,  “Regent  van  de  Huyssetteii  ann  de  Oude 
Zide”;  also  in  1548  and  1549,  in  Amsterdam,  Holland. 


William  Jans  Boogaert  was  “Kirk  Miester  van  de 
neuwe  Zxts  Koppel,”  from  1590  to  1G0G,  in  Amsterdam. 
Jan  Willem  Bogaert  was  “Commissioner  of  Small  Mat¬ 
ters”  in  Amsterdam,  in  1G11,  and  Joan  Bogaert  was 
“Deputy  Sheriff.” 


Stiles,  in  his  history  of  Brooklyn,  says  names  were 
very  much  altered  from  time  to  time,  and  some  were 
turned  into  Latin.  Thus,  Evert  Williaime  Bogaert  be¬ 
came'  Everardus  Bogardus,  one  of  our  earliest  Dutch 
clergymen. 

The  name  in  this  country  is  still  preserved  as  Bogart 
or  Bogert.  The  family  Christian  names  most  used  by 
the  early  Bogarts  were  Gysbert,  Teunis,  Cornells,  Jacob, 
and  Jan  or  Johannes.  Some  of  the  descendants  settled 
in  New  Jersey,  some  on  Staten  Island,  some  in  Albany, 
some  in  New  York,  and  some  along  the  Hudson  River.

Teunis  Bogaert,  the  first  known  ancestor  of  this  family, 
was  a  resident  of  Schoenderwoert  (so  spelled  on  the 
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records  in  the  County  Clerk’s  office,  Albany),  a  small 
village  in  the  south  of  Holland  situated  very  near  Leer- 
dam,  where  lie  possessed  a  homestead,  and  had  children.

Cornells  Teunis  Bogaert,*  son  of  (1)  Teunis  Bogaert, 
was  born  in  Schoenderwoert,  Holland,  and  married  Beeltje 

- .  He  lived  and  died,  previous  to  1661,  at  the 

homestead  in  Schoenderwoert,  as  did  his  wife,  Beeltje. 
Guysbert,  their  second  son,  then  residing  in  Catskill, 
N.  Y.,  conveyed  to  his  elder  brother  Cornells,  then  re¬ 
siding  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  “a  child’s  just  portion,  being  one- 
quarter  of  the  homestead  in  Schoenderwoert  in  Holland, 
which  came  to  him  by  the  death  of  his  father,  Cornelis 
Teunis  Bogaert,  and  his  mother,  Beeltje  Cornelis,  who 
died  in  that  place.”

Cornelis  Bogaert,  son  of  (II)  Cornelis  Teunis  Bogaert 
and  Beeltje,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Schoenderwoert,  and 
married  Derkje  - .  He  came  from  Holland  previ¬ 

ous  to  1640  and  settled  in  Rensselaerwyck,  where  he  held 
lands  under  Patroon  Van  Rensselaer  in  1641,  and  owned 
lands  in  Beverwyck  (Albany).  Cornelis  Bogaert  was 
buried  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  July  28,  1665.  He  is  the  ancestor 
of  all  the  Albany  Bogarts.  His  son  Jacob  remained  in 
Albany,  his  eldest  son  Cornelis  went  to  Coxsackie,  and 

his  sons  Hendrick  and  Jan  to  Kinderhook.

Jacob  Cornelis  Bogaert,  son  of  (III)  Cornelis  Bogaert 
and  Derkje,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  1654, 

*  Note. — The  children  of  the  Dutch  settlers  in  America  often  used  as 
their  middle  name  their  father’s  first  name  or  an  adaptation  thereof. 
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and  married,  in  January,  1679,  Jannetje  Quackenbush.  lie 
died  in  Albany,  April  3, 1725. 

Jannetje  Quackenbush,  the  widow  of  Jacob  Cornells 
Bogaert,  was  born  in  1663,  and  died  in  Albany,  January  5, 
1734.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Pieter  Quackenbos  and 

Martje - ,  his  wife.  Pieter  Quackenbos  came  from 

Oestgeest,  Holland,  and  was  in  Beverwyck  (Albany) 
before  1688,  and  in  New  Amsterdam  (New  York)  at  an 
earlier  period.  By  some  members  of  the  Quackenbush 
family  the  name  is  supposed  to  have  been  derived  from 
the  Dutch  words  quacken ,  to  croak  (like  a  frog),  and 
boss,  a  bush;  or  quack  cl,  a  quail,  and  bosch,  a  forest. 
The  name  first  appears  on  the  Beverwyck  and  the  New 
Amsterdam  records  spelled  Quackenbos  and  sometimes 
Quackbosh  or  -bosch,  but  the  Albany  branches  of  the 
family  generally  spelled  the  name  Quackenbush.

Isaac  Bogaert  (or  Bogart),  son  of  (IV)  Jacob  Cornelis 
Bogaert  and  Jannetje  Quackenbush,  his  wife,  was  born 
in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  January  18,  1695,  and  married,  Novem¬ 
ber  25,  1725,  Hendrickie  Oothout.  He  died  in  Albany, 
September  15,  1770.  About  1750  some  members  of  the 
family  dropped  the  “a”  and  others  the  “eM  from  the 
name  Bogaert. 


Hendrickie  Oothout,  the  wife  of  Isaac  Bogart,  was 
born  September  3,  1699,  and  died  in  Albany,  April  21, 
1764. 

On  her  father’s  side  Hendrickie  Oothout  was  de¬ 
scended  from :

2.  Jan  Jans  Oothout,  son  of  (1)  Jan  Oothout.  He  was 
in  Albany  as  early  as  1060,  and  resided  in  Greenbusli  (Rens¬ 
selaer),  N.  Y.  He  married  Hendrickie  Van  Nes.  Jan  Jans 
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Oothout  died  in  1695,  possessed  of  considerable  real  and 
personal  property.  Ilendrickie  Van  Nes,  bis  wife,  probably 
predeceased  him.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Cornells  Hendriekse 
Van  Nes  and  Mayken  Hendriekse  Burchgraeff  (daughter  of 
Hendrick  Adriacnsen  Burchgraeff),  his  wife.  Cornelis 
Hendriekse  Van  Nes  was  a  son  of  Hendrick  Gerritse  Van 
Nes,  who  came  from  Emberland  to  New  Amsterdam. 


3.  Hendrick  Jans  Oothout,  son  of  (2)  Jan  Jans  Oothout 
and  Hendriekie  Van  Nes,  bis  wife.  He  was  born  in  1663, 
and  married,  April  30,  1G84,  Caatje  (Catrina)  Volckers 
Douw  (see  3,  page  23).  He  was  for  many  years  Surveyor 
of  Albany.  In  1695  he  removed  to  New  York  City,  and 
after  residing  there  for  several  years  returned  to  Albany, 
lie  died  July  15,  1739. 


Hendriekie  Oothout,  who  married  (V)  Isaac  Bogart,  was 
a  daughter  of  (3)  Hendrick  Jans  Oothout  and  Caatje 
(Catrina)  Volckers  Douw,  his  wife. 


On  her  mother’s  side  Hendriekie  Oothout  was  de¬ 
scended  from: 


1.  Jan  Douw,  burgher,  of  Leeuwarden,  Province  of  Fries¬ 
land,  Holland. 


2.  Captain  Volckert  Janszen  Douw,  son  of  (1)  Jan 
Douw.  lie  was  in  Beverwyck  (Albany)  from  1G38  to  1681, 
and  married,  April  19,  1650,  Dorothe  Janse  Van  Breestede, 
of  Breestede,  Denmark.  Embracing  the  principles  of  Men- 
lion,  who  also  was  a  native  of  Friesland,  Captain  Volckert 
Janszen  Douw  was  driven  by  religious  persecutions  to  Fried- 
richstadt,  Denmark,  a  city  where  religious  liberty  was  ex¬ 
tended  to  the  Mennonites.  About  1G37  the  Calvinists  again 
waged  war  against  this  hunted  sect,  and  as  the  Holland 
colony  of  New  Netherlands  was  already  flourishing  enough 
to  attract  emigration  many  fled  here  for  religious  freedom, 
and  among  them  Volckert  Janszen  Douw,  bis  brother  and 
two  sisters,  together  with  cousins  and  other  relatives.  Volck¬ 
ert  Janszen  Douw  held  the  rank  of  Captain  in  t lie  Dutch 
army.  He  settled  for  a  few  months  at  Catsk ill,  going  to 
Beverwyck  late  in  1638.  He  was  a  deacon  in  the  church  and 
guardian  of  the  widows  and  poor  in  1654,  and  served  as  Mag¬ 
istrate  from  1654  to  1660.  He  was  a  wealthy  brewer  and  real 
estate  dealer;  owned  much  land  at  Esopus.  N.  Y.,  and  was  one 
of  the  original  patentees.  He  held  the  office  of  Commissary, 
and  continuously  that  of  Indian  Commissioner.  At  different 
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times  he  was  attorney  and  guardian  for  large  estates.  In 
1640  lie  received  a  conveyance  of  lands  from  the  Indians, 
which  was  confirmed  to  his  widow  in  169.4,  a  portion  of  which 
is  the  corner  of  State  Street  and  Broadway,  Albany.  1 1  is 
brewery  was  situated  on  the  east  half  of  the  Exchange  block, 
at  one  time  occupied  by  the  Government  Post  Ofiice,  and 
extended  to  the  river.  It  was  sold  in  1675  to  his  nephew, 
Ilarman  Rutgers.  lie  is  spoken  of  as  the  “Honorable  Volck- 
crt  Douw,  Burgher  of  the  village  and  master  (Ileerschaps) 
of  the  Bouwery  lying  in  the  colony  of  Rensselaerwyek. 
His  summer  home  was  on  Papsknae  Island.  In  1666  an 
extraordinary  and  frightful  flood  inundated  that  island, 
sweeping  away  houses,  breweries  (of  which  he  had  two  im¬ 
mense  ones),  cattle,  and  all  his  personal  property,  including 
his  papers  and  records,  the  family  barely  escaping  with  their 
Jives.  Not  a  thing  was  saved  but  a  small  round  table  and  a 
colt,  which  were  carried  by  the  current  through  the  “Hoist- 
door”  into  the  second  story  of  the  house.  The  same  year 
he  purchased  the  ground  afterwards  known  as  “Douw’s 
Point  Wolvenhoeck, ”  just  below  the  village  of  Greenbush. 
Captain  Volekert  Janszen  Douw  died  in  1681.  Dorothe 
Janse  Van  Breestede,  his  widow,  died  November  22,  1701. 

3.  Caatje  (Catrina)  Volckers  Douw,  daughter  of  (2) 
Captain  Volekert  Janszen  Douw  and  Dorothe  Janse  Van 
Breestede,  his  wife.  She  married  Hendrick  Jans  Oothout 
(see  3,  page  24),  and  probably  died  before  her  husband. 

Hendrickie  Oothout,  who  married  (V)  Isaac  Bogart,  was 
a  daughter  of  (3)  Caatje  (Catrina)  Volckers  Douw  and 
Hendrick  Jans  Oothout,  her  husband.

Hendrick  J Henry)  Isaac  Bogart,  son  of  (V)  Isaac 
Bogart  and  Hendrickie  Oothout,  his  wife,  was  born  in 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  October  26,  1729,  and  married,  February 
19,  1758,  Barbara  Marselis.  In  1761  and  1766  he  was 
elected  Assistant  Alderman  and  in  1767  Alderman  of  the 
First  Ward  of  the  city.  lie  also  held  the  office  of  City 
Surveyor.  During  the  War  of  the  Revolution  he  held 
a  commission  as  Assistant  Deputy  Quartermaster  Gen¬ 
eral  under  Colonel  Morgan  Lewis,  lie  was  one  of  the 
“Committee  of  Safety,”  and  on  May  24,  1775,  was  ap- 
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pointed  by  Congress  Commissioner  of  Stores  and  Pro¬ 
visions.  On  March  21,  1791,  lie  was  appointed  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Washington  Inspector  of  Revenue  of  the  Port  of 
Albany. 


Henry  Isaac  Bogart,  with  his  brother  and  sister,  in¬ 
herited  from  their  mother  property  on  Broadway  and 
Hudson  Street,  Albany,  part  of  which  was  still  owned 
by  General  Sebastian  Visscher  Talcott  (sec  4,  page  46) 
at  the  time  of  his  death  and  then  had  been  owned  by  the 
family  for  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years. 
Henry  Isaac  Bogart  died  at  his  residence,  No.  12  Hudson 
Street,  Albany,  June  27,  1821. 


Barbara  Marselis,  the  wife  of  Henry  Isaac  Bogart, 
was  born  September  23, 1728,  and  died  in  Albany,  October 
23, 1816. 


On  her  father’s  side  Barbara  Marselis  was  descended 
from: 

1.  Janse  Marselis,  of  Bomrael,  Province  of  Gelderlaml, 
Holland,  who  married  Annatie  Gerritse,  and  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers  of  Beverwyck  (Albany).  During  1655  and  for 
some  years  following  he  was  “farmer  of  the  excise,  a  man  of 
good  capacity  and  large  business.”  lie  was  called  Janse 
Marselis  Van  Bominel.  He  probably  resided  during  the 
latter  part  of  his  life  in  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  where  his  will  was 
probated  and  recorded  May  22,  1722. 

2.  Gysbert  Marselis,  son  of  (1)  Janse  Marselis  and  An¬ 
natie  Gerritse,  his  wife.  He  married,  before  1683,  Barbar 
Groesbeck.  Gysbert  Marselis  in  1714  owned  and  resided 
on  property  at  the  corner  of  Maiden  Lane  and  North  Pearl 
Street,  Albany,  N.  Y.  In  1729  he  was  chosen  Alderman  of 
the  First  Ward.  He  was  buried  in  Albany,  June  8,  1740. 
Barbar  Groesbeck,  his  wife,  was  a  daughter  of  Claas  Jacobse 

Groesbeck  and  Elizabeth  - ,  his  wife.  Claas  Jacobse 

Groesbeck  was  born  in  1624,  probably  in  Rotterdam,  Hol¬ 
land,  -where  his  father,  Jacob  Groesbeck,  resided.  On  October 
10,  1696,  Claas  Jacobse  Groesbeck  deposed  that  he  was 
seventy-two  years  of  age ;  he  then  owned  a  house  and  lot  on 
the  west  side  of  Pearl  Street,  the  second  north  of  Maiden 
Lane,  in  Albany.  Ilis  will  was  probated  and  recorded 
March  20,  1713. 
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3.  Johannes  Marselis,  son  of  (2)  Gysbert  Marselis  and 
Barbar  Groesbeck,  his  wife,  was  baptized  May  26,  1695,  and 
married,  July  7,  1723,  Johanna  Beeckman  (see  4,  below). 
He  was  buried  in  Albany,  January  26,  1746. 


Barbara  Marselis,  who  married  (VI)  Henry  Isaac  Bogart, 
was  a  daughter  of  (3)  Johannes  Marselis  and  Johanna  Beeck¬ 
man,  his  wife. 


On  her  mother’s  side  Barbara  Marselis  was  descended 


from : 


1.  Hendrick  Beeckman,  probably  of  Hamelwaard,  in  the 
Duchy  of  Bremen. 

2.  Martin  Hendricks  Beeckman,  son  of  (1)  Hendrick 
Beeckman.  lie  came  to  America  in  1638  from  Hamelwaard, 
in  the  service  of  Patroon  Van  Rensselaer,  and  married 
Susanna  Jans.  He  died  previous  to  June  21,  1677,  when  his 
widow  petitioned  to  be  free  from  paying  his  debts  because 
she  had  eight  children- to  provide  for. 

3.  Johannes  M.  Beeckman,  son  of  (2)  Martin  Hendries 
Beeckman  and  Susanna  Jans,  his  wife.  He  married,  sec¬ 
ond,  October  26,  1692,  Eva  Vinhagen.  He  was  buried  in 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  September  30,  1732.  Eva  Vinhagen,  his 
widow,  was  buried  March  6,  1755.  She  was  a  daughter  of 

Jan  Dirkse  Vinhagen  and  Maritje  - ,  his  wife.  Jan 

Dirkse  Vinhagen  was  born  in  German,  Holland,  in  1633.  lie 
was  a  resident  of  Albany,  \T.  Y.,  in  1669,  and  owned  a  plot 
of  land  there  on  Broadway  fronting  on  State  Street.  He 
was  living  as  late  as  1708.  He  was  a  son  of  Dirk  Vinhagen 

and  Aeltje - ,  his  wife.  Dirk  Vinhagen  (or  Vinhagel) 

resided  in  German,  Holland,  where  he  died  in  1659  and  his 
widow  died  in  1668. 


4.  Johanna  Beeckman,  daughter  of  (3)  Johannes  M. 
Beeckman  and  Eva  Vinhagen,  his  second  wife.  She  was 
baptized  November  20,  1698,  and  married  Johannes  Marselis 
(see  3,  above).  Her  will  was  probated  January  26,  1780. 
She  was  a  half-sister  of  Jannetje  Beeckman  (see  4,  page  31) 
who  married  Isaac  Lansing. 

Barbara  Marselis,  who  married  (VI)  Henry  Isaac  Bogart, 
was  a  daughter  of  (4)  Johanna  Beeckman  and  Johannes 
Marselis,  her  husband. 
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VII. 

Colonel  Isaac  Henry  Bogart,  son  of  (VI)  Henry  Isaac 
Bogart  and  Barbara  Marselis,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  September  7,  1765,  and  married,  January  31,  178d, 
Cathlina  Visscher  (see  VI,  page  34).  He  was  appointed 
by  Governor  Clinton  Inspector  of  Pot  and  Pearl  Ashes 
in  New  York.  He  held  a  commission  from  Governor 
Tompkins,  dated  August  24,  1814,  as  First  Lieutenant 
of  the  Company  of  Exempts,  formed  for  the  protection 
of  the  harbor  of  New  York.  He  remained  in  New  York 

City  for  many  years,  but  eventually  resigned  his  office  and 

» 

returned  to  his  native  city  to  reside.  He  inherited  from 
his  father  his  share  of  the  estate  bounded  by  Broadway, 
Hudson  and  Quay  Streets,  in  Albany.  Colonel  Isaac 
Henry  Bogart  died  of  apoplexy  in  Albany,  September  22, 
1841.

Angelica  Bogart  was  the  only  child  of  (VII)  Colonel 
Isaac  Henry  Bogart  and  Cathlina  Visscher  (see  VI,  page 
34) ,  his  wife.  She  married,  second,  General  George  Talcott

The  name  Visscher  lias  been  known  in  Holland  from 
very  early  times  in  the  history  of  that  country,  and  was 
borne  by  men  of  distinction  as  clergymen,  artists,  states¬ 
men  and  soldiers,  as  well  as  by  those  in  the  humbler  walks 
of  life. 


While  many  other  families  of  the  emigrants  who  came 
to  America  lost  their  surnames  on  this  side  of  the  water, 
the  Visschers  have  retained  theirs,  and,  although  the 
spelling  has  been  somewhat  changed  in  many  instances, 
the  original  name  is  easily  recognized.  It  appears  on  the 
records  in  the  various  forms  of  Visscher,  Visger,  Visser, 
l)e  Visser,  Visselaer  and  Vyselaer.

Bastiaen  Visscher,  who  was  living  in  Hoorn,  Holland, 
in  1675.

II. 

Harmen  Bastiaense  Visscher,  son  of  (1)  Bastiaen 
Visscher,  was  born  in  1619.  With  his  elder  brother  be 
emigrated  to  America,  previous  to  1644,  and  came  to 
Rensselaerwyck.  The  tradition  in  the  family  is  that  these 
two  brothers  were  the  onlv  ones  of  the  name  of  Visscher 
who  emigrated  from  Holland  to  America,  and  that  one  of 
them  (the  elder  brother  of  Harmen  Bastiaense  Visscher), 
being  a  Roman  Catholic,  was  dissatisfied  with  his  sur¬ 
roundings  and,  returning  to  Holland,  was  lost  sight  of  by 
his  relatives  in  this  country.  In  July,  1644,  Harmen  Bas¬ 
tiaense  Visscher  made  an  affidavit  stating  he  was  about 
twenty-five  years  old.  He  married,  probably  in  New  Am¬ 
sterdam  (New  York),  Hester  Tjerkse.  He  was  a  house¬ 
holder  in  Bevenvyck  (Albany)  in  1678;  he  had  a  garden 
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on  the  river  side,  below  Hudson  Street,  and  a  bouse  and 
lot  on  the  west  side  of  Pearl  Street,  between  Maiden  Lane 
and  Steuben  Street.  In  166G  lie  was  the  village  surveyor. 
He  died  a  short  time  previous  to  the  year  1693.  Hester 
Tjerkse,  his  wife,  survived  him.

Bastiaen  Harmense  Visscher,  son  of  (II)  Ilarmen 
Bastiaense  Visscher  and  Hester  Tjerkse,  his  wife,  married, 
about  1G83,  Dirkje  Teunisse  Metselaer,  and  was  buried  in 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  April  23, 1737.  Dirkje  Teunisse  Metselaer, 
his  widow,  was  buried  there,  April  7,  1739.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Teunis  Teunisse  Metselaer  and  Egbertje  Eg¬ 
berts,  his  wife.  Teunis  Teunisse  Metselaer  was  in  Bever- 
wyck  (Albany)  as  early  as  1641,  and  died  probably  in  1G87).

Teunis  Bastiaen  Visscher,  son  of  (III)  Bastiaen  Har¬ 
mense  Visscher  and  Dirkje  Teunisse  Metselaer,  his  wife, 
was  baptized  in  Albany,  N.  V.,  April  3,  1702,  and  married, 
January  10,  1727,  Machtel  Lansing.  He  owned  property 
in  Albany  on  Broadway,  corner  of  North  Lansing  Street, 
running  from  Broadway  to  the  Hudson  River,  lie  died  in 
Albany  in  1781. 


Machtel  Lansing,  the  wife  of  Teunis  Bastiaen 
Visscher,  was  baptized  December  13,  1703,  and  died  about 
1771. 

On  her  father's  side  Machtel  Lansing  was  descended 
from : 


1.  Frederick  Lansing,  probably  of  the  town  of  Hassell, 
in  the  Province  of  Overijssel,  Holland. 

2.  Gerrit  Frederick  Lansing,  son  of  (1)  Frederick  Lans¬ 
ing.  He  came  with  his  three  sons  from  Ilasselt  to  New 
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Amsterdam,  and  probably  to  Rensselaervvyck  about  1650.

3.  Gerrit  Gerritse  Lansing,  son  of  (2)  Gerrit  Frederick 
Lansing.  He  was  born  probably  in  Hasselt,  Holland,  and 
came  with  his  father  to  America.  •  lie  married  Elsje  Van 
Wythorst,  daughter  of  Wouter  Van  Wythorst. 

4.  Isaac  Lansing,  son  of  (3)  Gerrit  Gerritse  Lansing  and 
Elsje  Van  Wythorst,  his  wife.  He  was  born  in  Albany,  N.  Y., 
May  14,  1077,  and  married,  June  27,  1703,  Jannetje  Beeck- 
man  (see  4,  below).  He  died  in  Albany,  January  27,  1772. 

Maehtel  Lansing,  who  married  (IV)  Tennis  Bastiaen 
Visscher,  was  a  daughter  of  (4)  Isaac  Lansing  and  Jannetje 
Beeckman,  his  wife.

She  was  a  daughter  of  Jacob  danse  Schermerhorn  and 
Jannetje  Segers,  his  wife.  Jacob  Janse  Schermerhorn,  son 
of  Jan  Schermerhorn,  was  born  in  Waterland,  Holland,  in 
1622,  and  came  to  Beverwyek  (Albany)  in  1038.  In  1654 
he  visited  Amsterdam,  Holland,  where  his  father  was  resid¬ 
ing.  Jacob  Janse  Schermerhorn  had  a  .large  estate  and  was 
a  prominent  trader  in  Beverwyek.  He  died  in  Schenectady, 
N.  Y.,  soon  after  May  20,  1088.  Jannetje  Segers,  his  wife, 
was  a  daughter  of  Cornells  Segers  Van  Voorhoudt  and 
Breetje  Jacobson,  his  wife. 


4.  Jannetje  Beeckman,  daughter  of  (3)  Johannes  M. 
Beeckman  and  Maehtel  Schermerhorn,  his  first  wife.  She 
was  baptized  in  March,  1082;  married  Isaac  Lansing  (see 
4,  above),  and  died  in  Albany,  February,  1770.  She  was 
a  half-sister- of  Johanna  Beeckman  (see  4,  page  27)  who 
married  Johannes  Marselis. 


Maehtel  Lansing,  who  married  (IV)  Teunis  Bastiaen 
Visscher,  was  a  daughter  of  (4)  Jannetje  Beeckman  and  Isaac 
Lansing,  her  husband. 
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Bastiaen  Teunis  Visscher,  son  of  (IV)  Teunis  Bastiaon 
Visscher  and  Machtel  Lansing*,  his  wife,  was  born  in  Al¬ 
bany,  X.  Y.,  March  31,  1728,  and  married,  July  24,  1750, 
Engeltje  Van  den  Bergh.  He  was  a  man  of  wealth,  and 
was  much  beloved  and  respected  for  his  integrity  and 
amiable  disposition,  lie  died  in  Albany,  May  9, 1809. 


Engeltje  Van  den  Bergh,  the  wife  of  Bastiaen  Teunis 
Visscher,  was  baptized  April  17,  1730,  and  died  in  Albany, 
November  17,  1789. 


On  her  father’s  side  Engeltje  Van  den  Bergh  was 
descended  from : 

1.  Gysbert  Cornelissen  Van  Wesep,  called  also  Van  den 
Bergh,  who  arrived  in  the  colony  of  liensselaerwyck  in  1645, 
and  lived  on  a  farm  called  “High  Bergh”  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Hudson  River.  He  married  Lysebeth  Van  Voor- 
houdt,  daughter  of  Claas  Cornells  Segers  Van  Voorhoudt. 

2.  Cornells  Gysbertse  Van  den  Bergh,  son  of  (1)  Gys¬ 
bert  Cornelissen  Van  den  Bergh  and  Lysebeth  Van  Voor¬ 
houdt,  his  wife.  He  was  born  probably  in  Holland,  and 
married,  first,  before  1685,  Cornelia  Van  der  Poel.  He  lived 
in  Rensselaerwyck,  between  Albany  and  Troy,  on  the  east 
side  of  and  one  mile  back  from  the  Hudson  River.  He  died 
between  1714  and  1717.  Cornelia  Van  der  Poel,  his  first 
wife,  was  a  daughter  of  Wynant  Gerritse  Van  der  Poel 
and  Tryntje  Melgers,  his  wife.  Wynant  Gerritse  Van  der 
Poel,  son  of  Gerrit  Van  der  Poel,  was  born  probably  in 
Holland,  lie  was  in  Albany,  N.  V.,  as  early  as  1657,  and  re¬ 
sided  there  until  about  1694.  He  owned  a  half  interest  in  a 
sawmill  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Hudson  River,  on  what  was 
later  called  Wynant’s  Kill,  lie  removed  to  New  York  City 
prior  to  February  29,  1695,  and  died  between  1695  and  1702. 
The  Van  der  Poels  were  originally  from  Gorinchem,  on  the 
Rhine.  -  In  the  year  1600  they  dispersed,  one  branch  going  to 
Amsterdam,  Holland,  from  which  those  in  America  are 
descended. 

3.  Matthias  Van  den  Bergh,  son  of  (2)  Cornells  Gys¬ 
bertse  Van  den  Bergh  and  Cornelia  Van  der  Poel,  his  first 
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wife.  He  was  baptized  in  Albany,  N.  V.,  March  23,  1090, 
and  married,  May  26,  1717,  Catalyntje  (Cathlyna)  Van 
Deusen  (see  4,  below).  He  was  buried  in  Albany,  Decem¬ 
ber  22,  174').

1.  Abraham  Van  Deusen  (or  Deursen),  who  came  to 
Beverwyck  (Albany)  from  New  Amsterdam  (New  York)  at 
an  early  date.  He  may  have  come  to  America  from  Deursen, 
a  hamlet  in  North  Brabant  in  the  Netherlands. 

2.  Melchert  Abrahamse  Van  Deusen,  son  of  (1)  Abra¬ 
ham  Van  Deusen.  lie  married  Engeltje  Rutgers  Van 
Woert,  and  was  buried  in  “Popsluiee,”  an  island  opposite 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  January  (i,  1742.  Engeltje  Rutgers  Van 
Woert,  his  wife,  was  baptized  in  New  Amsterdam,  April  10, 
1630,  and  was  buried  in  ‘.‘Popsknee,”  July  11,  1723.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  Rutger  Jacobsen  Van  Schoenderwoert  and 
Tryntje  Janse  Van  Breestede,  his  wife.  Rutger  Jacob-vu 
Van  Schoenderwoert  settled  in  New  Amsterdam  (New  York) 
and  his  descendants  took  the  name  of  Rutgers;  while  his 
brother  settled  in  Beverwyck  (Albany)  and  took  the  name 
of  Van  Woert. 

3.  Rutger  Melcherts  Van  Deusen,  son  of  (2)  Melchert 
Abrahamse  Van  Deusen  and  Engeltje  Rutgers  Van  Woert, 
his  wife.  He  married,  September  11,  1692,  Weintie  Har- 
mense  Hun.  She  was  born  October  29,  1663,  and  was  a 
daughter  of  llarmen  Thomas  Hun  and  Catalyntie  Berek 
(widow  of  Dirck  Benson),  his  wife,  who  were  married  about 
May  26,  1661.  In  1661  llarmen  Thomas  Hun  was  described 
as  being  from  Ammersfort  in  Holland  and  then  residing  in 
Beverwyck  (Albany).  He  was  living  as  late  as  1703.  lie 
was  a  son  of  Thomas  Hun,  who  resided,  possibly,  at  Ammers¬ 
fort  in  Holland  and  whose  father’s  Christian  name  was 
probably  llarmen.  Catalyntie  Berck  (sometimes  spelled 
Bercx),  the  wife  of  llarmen  Thomas  Hun,  was  born  in  1625, 
and  died  April  14,  1693.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Samson 
Berck  and  Tryntie  Jansen  Van  Hechter,  his  wife. 

4.  Catalyntje  (Cathlyna)  Van  Deusen,  daughter  of  (3) 
Rutger  Melcherts  Van  Deusen  and  Weintie  Ilarmense  Hun. 
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his  wife.  She  was  baptized  May  14,  1693;  married  Matthias 
Van  den  Bergh  (see  3,  page  32),  and  was  buried  in  Albany. 
Mav  1,  1731. 

Engeltje  Vail  den  Bergh,  who  married  (V)  Bastiaen  Tennis 
Visseher,  was  a  daughter  of  (4)  Catalyntje  (Cathlyna)  Van 
Deusen  and  Matthias  Van  den  Bergh,  her  husband.

Cathlina  Visseher,  daughter  of  (V)  Bastiaen  Teunis 
Visseher  and  Engeltje  Van  den  Bergh,  his  wife,  was  born 
at  her  father’s  residence  on  North  Market  Street,  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  where  748  Broadway  later  was  erected.  This 
property  was  acquired  by  the  Visseher  family  about  1737. 
The  records  of  the  Albany  Rural  Cemetery  show  the 
date  of  Cathlina  Visseher ’s  birth  as  January  31,  1 7 Cl). 
She  married,  January  31,  1789,  Colonel  Isaac  Henry

I. 

Henry  Sherman,  who  was  born  in  England  about  1520 
or  earlier.  lie  was  probably  the  son  of  Thomas  Sher¬ 
man,  of  Suffolk  County,  England,  who  is  known  to  have 
had  a  son  named  Henry.  Thomas  Sherman  was  buried  in 
Dedham,  Essex  County,  England,  March  Hi,  1564  (four 
years  after  the  beginning  of  the  Parish  Register  of  Ded¬ 
ham).  Henry  Sherman  married  Agnes  Butler  (  !),  and 
was  buried  in  Dedham  in  1589.  His  wife  was  buried  there, 
October  14,  1580. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  late  Reverend 
David  Sherman’s  notes: 

“The  Shearmans  or  Shermans  are  of  German  origin,  where 
the  name  is  Shearman,  Sherman,  Schurman,  Scherman,  and 
was  no  doubt  transferred  many  centuries  ago  to  the  vicinity 
of  London,  England,  by  the  Anglo-Saxon  emigration,  where 
it  still  remains  numerous. 

“In  New  England  are  found  two  distinct  families  bearing 
this  name.  One  of  them  descended  from  William  Sherman 
who  came  to  Plymouth  with  the  Pilgrims  in  1020  and  settled 
at  Marshfield,  Mass.,  where  his  descendants  are  still  found. 
The  other  came  from  Dedham,  Essex  Co.,  England.  Henry 
Sherman  (the  son  of  Thomas,  the  first  known  ancestor  of 
this  branch),  probably  removed  thither  from  the  county  of 
Suffolk,  England,  as  he  bore  the  Suffolk  Sherman  Coat  of 

\i  y 
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Those  who  early  came  to  America  spelled  the  name 
either  Sherman  or  Shearman.  Philip  (see  IV,  page  36) 
of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island,  admitted  a  freeman 
in  1633,  spelled  his  name  Shearman.  Richard  of  Boston, 
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admitted  a  freeman  in  1635,  spelled  it  Sherman,  as  did 
Samuel  of  Boston,  admitted  in  1637,  and  Thomas  of  Ips¬ 
wich,  admitted  in  1636.  Some  of  the  descendants  of  Philip 
dropped  the  letter  “a”  and  wrote  their  names  Sherman, 
and  their  descendants  still  continue  to  do  so. 


II. 

Henry  Sherman,  son  of  (1 )  Henry  Sherman  and  Agnes 
Butler(f),  his  wife,  married  Susan  Hills.  He  was  buried 
August  28,  1610,  and  his  widow  was  buried  September 
13,1610. 


III. 

Samuel  Sherman,  son  of  (11)  Henry  Sherman  and 
Susan  Hills,  his  wife,  was  born  in  1573,  and  married  Phillis 
(or  Phillipa)  Ward  (or  Upcher).  He  died  in  Dedham, 
Essex  County,  England,  in  1615,  leaving  his  wife  surviv¬ 
ing’ 


IV. 

Philip  Sherman  (or  Shearman),  son  of  (Ill)  Samuel 
Sherman  and  Phillis  (or  Phillipa)  Ward  (or  Upcher),  his 
wife,  was  born  in  Dedham,  England,  and  baptized  Febru¬ 
ary  5,  1610.  In  1633  or  previous  to  that  year  he  came 
from  his  home  in  Dedham,  England,  and  settled  in  Rox- 
bury,  Mass.,  where  he  married  Sarah  Odding.  He  was 
admitted  a  freeman  in  1633.  In  the  Anne  Hutchinson 
troubles  he  took  the  popular  side  and  was  one  of  the 
“Roxbury  men”  ordered  to  be  disarmed  for  being  se¬ 
duced  and  led  into  dangerous  errors  by  Mr.  Wheelwright 
and  Mrs.  Hutchinson,  and  with  John  Clark  and  sixteen 
others  he  was  banished  from  Massachusetts  Bay  by  the 
General  Court  held  at  Newtown,  October  2,  1637.  They 
left  Boston  with  the  intention  of  settling  in  New  Hamp- 
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shire,  but  finding  the  climate  too  severe  in  that  section 
of  the  country  they  abandoned  their  lands  there  and  re¬ 
moved,  March  7,  1638,  to  the  island  of  Rhode  Island, 
which  by  the  advice  of  Roger  Williams,  whom  they  met 
in  Providence,  they  purchased  from  Aquetnet,  an  Indian 
chief.  The  purchase  was  completed  March  24,  1638,  and 
on  the  first  day  of  July,  1639,  they  established  a  regular 
government,  of  which  Coddington  was  chosen  Governor, 
and  Philip  Shearman  (so  spelled  by  himself)  Secretary. 
They  named  the  upper  part  of  the  island  Portsmouth, 
and  there  Philip  Shearman  resided,  owning  a  large  tract 
of  land  at  that  place.  It  was  there  that  all  his  children 
were  born,  except  Eber,  his  eldest  son,  who  was  born 
in  Roxbury,  Mass.  He  was  Town  Clerk  for  many  years, 
and  the  records  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth  were  kept  by 
him  with  great  neatness  and  exactness.  He  held  various 
other  public  offices  in  the  Colony,  and  in  critical  periods, 
as  a  man  of  intelligence,  wealth  and  influence,  was  fre¬ 
quently  consulted  by  those  in  authority.  After  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Rhode  Island  he  left  the  Congregational  church 
and  united  with  the  Societv  of  Friends. 


Philip  Shearman  died  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  in  1686  or 
1687.  His  wife  survived  him.  His  eldest  son  Eber  (see 
V,  page  40)  was  an  ancestor  of  Anna  Maria  Sherman, 
the  first  wife  of  Robert  Shearman;  while  a  younger  son 
Benjamin  (see  V,  page  38)  was  an  ancestor  of  Robert 
Shearman. 
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A.  Robert  Shearman  was  descended  from  (IV)  Philip 
Sherman  (or  Shearman)  and  Sarah  Odding,  his 
wife,  as  follows  :

He  married,  second,  Mary  Card,  daughter  of 
Jonathan  Card,  of  South  Kingston,  R.  I.,  and  died  on  his 
farm  in  Exeter,  April  14,  1778.  Mary  Card,  his  widow, 
died  November  15,  1803.

“Watts  Sherman  came  to  Utica,  N.  Y.,  from  Newport,  R.  I., 
about  1795,  and  formed  a  partnership  with  Arnold  Wells 
in  1802,  which  lasted  but  a  short  time.  After  the  dissolution 
of  this  partnership  Mr.  Sherman  enlarged  his  business  and 
directly  took  rank  among  the  leading  merchants  in  Utica. 
In  May,  1813,  he  took  Henry  11.  Gibson  and  Alexander  Sey¬ 
mour  as  partners.  lie  and  Mr.  Hibson  removed  to  New  York 
and  conducted  the  business  there,  which  soon  secured  an 
independent  fortune  for  both  of  the  partners.”

During  the  War  of  1812,  George  Talcott  entered  the 
United  States  Army,  from  New  York  City,  as  a 
Lieutenant  and  was  stationed  on  the  islands  in  the  harbor 
of  New  York.  He  was  almost  immediately  promoted  to 
a  Captaincy  in  the  Ordnance  Corps,  and  tirst  commanded 
at  the  arsenal  in  the  City  of  New  York  (afterwards  the 
Hou  se  of  Refuge),  then  for  a  period  at  the  arsenal  in 
Albany,  N.  Y.  (afterwards  occupied  as  District  School  No. 
13),  then  at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  and  while  there  the  arse¬ 
nal  at  Watertown  was  constructed  under  his  supervision 
and  he  was  in  command  there  for  a  time,  lie  then  took 
command  of  the  Alleghany  arsenal  near  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
from  whence  he  was  ordered  to  the  arsenal  at  Watervliet, 
X.  Y.,  where  he  remained  in  command  (having  been  pro¬ 
moted  to  the  brevet  rank  of  Major  for  ten  years’  faithful 
service)  until  tire  reorganization  of  the  Ordnance  Corps 
in  1832,  when  he  was  appointed  its  Lieutenant  Colonel, 
and  soon  after  Inspector  of  Arsenals  and  Armories. 
During  the  administration  of  President  Van  Buren,  he 
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was  ordered  to  take  charge  of  the  bureau  at  'Washington, 
D.  C.,  as  Acting  Chief,  and  held  that  position  until  the 
death  of  Colonel  George  Bomford,  on  March  2G,  1848, 
when  he  was  promoted  to  the  full  rank  of  Colonel  and 


Chief  of  the  Ordnance  Corps.  His  commission  as  Brevet 
Brigadier  General,  “for  meritorious  services,  partic¬ 
ularly  in  relation  to  the  Mexican  war,”  was  dated  March 
3,  1849.  General  Talcott  died  April  25,  18G2,  at  his  resi¬ 
dence,  748  Broadway,  Albany,  N.  V. 


Angelica  Bogart  was  born  in  Albany,  December  27, 
1789.  She  married,  first,  in  January,  1805,  Samuel  Deed, 
son  of  Matthew  Reed,  of  Norwalk,  Conn.,  and  Elizabeth, 
his  wife,  and  had  one  child,  Isaac  Henry  Reed.  Samuel 
Reed  died  in  Norwalk,  Conn.,  in  November,  1809.  Colonel 
Isaac  Henry  Reed,  only  child  of  Angelica  Bogart  and 
Samuel  Reed,  her  tirst  husband,  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  November  28,  1805.  He  began  his  mercantile  career 
in  New  York  City  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  In  182G  he  be¬ 
came  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Suydam  &  Reed,  and  after¬ 
wards  formed  the  firm  of  Reed,  Schermerhorn  &  Co.  On 
the  death  of  Mr.  Schermerhorn,  Colonel  Reed  himself 
continued  the  produce  commission  business,  the  firm  after¬ 
wards  becoming  known  as  Isaac  H.  Reed  &  Co.  When  a 
young  man  he  was  a  member  of  the  La  Fayette  Guards, 
and  became  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment.  At 
various  times  he  served  as  a  director  of  the  Bank  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  of  the  American  Fire  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  and  of  the  Republic  Fire  Insurance  Company.  He 
also  served  as  President  of  the  Produce  Exchange. 
Colonel  Reed  died,  unmarried,  June  2,  1889. 


Angelica  Bogart,  wife  of  General  George  Talcott,  was 
attacked  with  apoplexy  while  coining  out  of  the  North 
Dutch  Church,  in  Albany,  about  noon  on  Sunday,  Septem- 
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her  1,  ami  died  that  evening,  at  her  residence.  The 
following  is  from  her  obituary,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rogers: 

“In  tlie  clia racter  of  Mrs.  Talcott  was  presented  one  of  the 
linest  exhibitions  of  the  ‘beauty  of  holiness.’  (lifted  by  her 
Creator  with  an  attractive  person,  an  intelligent  mind,  an 
amiable  temper,  and  manners  of  uncommon  gracefulness  and 
refinement,  to  all  these  was  superadded  the  exquisite  charm 
of  a  true  and  exalted  piety,  which  gave  increased  beauty  to 
all  her  natural  graces.  She  blended  in  her  character,  and  her 
Christian  life  was  her  character,  the  earnest  and  calm  good 
sense,  the  firmness  where  others  faltered,  the  act  of  kindness, 
with  a  pervading  and  unceasing  gentleness,  which  possessed 
the  fineness  of  high  cultivation,  with  the  charity  that  thinketh 
no  evil,  and  gives  truth  and  power  to  the  affections.  In  her 
this  was  the  quiet,  unvarying  rule  of  life,  which  met  some  of 
the  saddest  of  all  human  trials,  and  which  knew  what  it  was 
to  lose  what  was  among  the  dearest,  and  yet  preserve  feel¬ 
ings  of  love  to  all  around.  The  idea  of  the  Christian  lady 
could  not  have  found  better  reality  for  all  that  is  ‘pure  and 
lovely,  and  of  good  report,’  than  in  her.  Iler  life  led  her 
for  a  long  series  of  years  to  mingle  in  the  world  in  its  most 
active  scenes.  At  the  seat  of  government,  at  important  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  military  defences  of  our  country,  she  long  resided. 
And  from  all  these  scenes  she  came  the  same  gentle  and  true¬ 
hearted  being,  interested  in  every  recital  of  others’  sorrow, 
to  alleviate,  and  assisting  by  the  irresistible  influence  of 
sincere  kindness,  all  who  came  around  her  for  sympathy  in 
joy  or  grief. 

“The  counsels  and  prayers  of  a  mother,  eminent  for  her 
intelligent  piety,  and  her  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures,  were 
always  remembered  by  her,  and  her  union  to  the  church,  in  its 
visible  structure,  was  only  the  progress  of  a  union  long  before 
formed  with  it  in  the  heart. 

“There  were  several  elements  in  the  Christian  character 
of  Mrs.  Talcott  which  were  peculiarly  prominent  and  very 
beautiful.  She  was  a  Christian  of  a  peculiarly  catholic 
spirit;  she  was  a  cheerful  Christian;  she  was  a  devoted 
Christian.’  ’

George  Henry  Talcott  was  graduated  from  the  West 
Point  Military  Academy  in  June,  1831;  was  made  Brevet 
Second  Lieutenant  in  the  Third  Artillery,  United  States 
Army,  July  1,  1831;  Second  Lieutenant,  June  30,  1833; 
Brevet  First  Lieutenant,  December  1,  1835,  for  “gallant 
conduct  on  several  occasions  in  the  war  against  the  Flor¬ 
ida  Indians’’;  First  Lieutenant,  September  15,  183G;  and 
was  transferred  to  the  Ordnance  Corps  and  made  First 
Lieutenant  of  same,  July  9,  1838.  He  became  Captain  of 
Infantry  and  Major  of  Voltigeurs,  April  9,  1847;  was  in 
the  battles  of  Vera  Cruz,  Cerro  Gordo,  and  Molino-del- 
Rey,  Mexico,  and  was  wounded  in  the  last  named  battle. 
He  was  brevetted  Lieutenant  Colonel,  September  8,  1847, 
for  “gallant  and  meritorious  conduct  in  the  battle  of 
Molino-del-Rey.”  He  died  at  Indian  Springs,  near  Au¬ 
gusta,  Ga.,  June  8,  1854,  and  was  buried  in  the  Albany 
Rural  Cemetery.  He  never  recovered  from  the  wounds 
he  received  in  the  battle  of  Molino-del-Re  ,  and  they 
probably  hastened  his  death.

Sebastian  Visscher  Talcott  entered  Yale  College  in 
1829  and  left  in  his  sophomore  year  for  a  more  active 
life,  adopting  the  profession  of  civil  engineer.  In  this 
capacity  he  was  employed  by  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment  in  the  survey  of  the  boundary  between  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  and  in  the  improvement  of  navigation 
in  the  Hudson  River  at  Albany,  lie  then  engaged  in  the 
primary  surveys  of  the  Erie  Railroad  near  its  western  ter¬ 
mination  at  Dunkirk;  was  next  employed  by  the  United 
States  Government  in  the  survey  of  the  “northeastern 
boundary”;  subsequently  in  the  improvement  of  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  the  survey  of  the  coast 
under  Professor  Hassler;  after  which  lie  was  appointed 
assistant  superintendent  of  mineral  lands,  on  Lake 
Superior.  He  subsequently  engaged  for  a  time  in 
mercantile  business,  which  he  relinquished  and  returned 
to  his  profession.  On  the  election  of  Horatio  Seymour  as 
Governor  of  New  York,  in  1862,  he  was  appointed  by  him 
Quartermaster  General  of  the  State,  with  the  rank  of 
Brigadier  General,  and  served  through  his  administra¬ 
tion. 
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General  Talcott  lias  left  an  enduring  memorial  of  him¬ 
self  in  several  volumes  of  genealogies  which  lie  prepared, 
with  indefatigable  labor,  namely,  his  Talcott  Pedigree 
and  Genealogical  Notes  of  New  York  and  New  England 
Families.  He  lived  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  for  many  years,
